Hen I intended togo my Journey, I met with 
a Book given forth by One Jobs Faldo againſt 
the Zuakers, 1 do not know what this Fob 


Faldo is, nor where he dwells, nor never heard of his Name 
before : but I know, he is like Thomas Hicks, that Wrote the 
Dialogue. Yet do notknow Thomas Hicks neither ; but I know 
they are alike, they are both Mockers ; themſelves proves it in 
their Title-pages,and throughout their Books. They call names, . 
as Quaker, and Prakeriſm, gong from Scripture-words ;) and 
yet call the Scripture their Rule. Herod and Pilate were made 
Friends; yet did deſpiſe and mock Chriſt the Head, and thele. 
Two mock and make Lyes againft bis Members : their Books 
declareic. Icannot tell, which was firft in the Zyes? 'butÞ can 
tell, who is the Father of Lyes, the Devil, HeGhw 28 E. 
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two chief Points in Oratery ; but theſe Two ſuppoſed great Ora- 
ters have neither, When They Treat on a ſubjett, their Porch is 
bigger then the Hevſe : they are fo long and tedious, like tbe 
Orater, when his Glaſs was near run out. ſaid; Now tothe Mate 
ter. They arc in the many Words, Digreſſions,and Diftinitions char 
they loſe themſelves and Reader alſo,cxcept he abide in the Light.

Biu'lh for ihame : doſt thou not know, 
they po (-:m:times miny Miles, and many hundreds at a time , 
bar thbu g1eft not to hear Truth thy ſelf , but hindreſt as many 
as thou cipft, and wiſheſt, as in thy Preface, That many Thog- 
 - ſandbf /mill piecet of fonr or five ſheets were printed, and ſold at a cheap

They ſay, Reading and other holy Duties are to be performed in 
Families : and ſeveral have been convinced by Reading Zuakers 
Books, before ever they heard a Minifer. | 

6. Quakers deny Water- Baptiſm and the Lords Supper. Anſw: 
When the Subftance is come, and enjoyed, the ſhaddow: fly away. 
— Theſe: Charges 2gainſt the Quakers are all falſe;and ſo are ma- 
ny more in f. Falds's Book, 

Pag. 8. be faith, Quakers preach a Chriſt within, in Oppoſition to 4 
Chriſt without. Anſw. Wefeel, taſte, and handle Chriſt within 
our Hope of Glory : he is but 6ne,and not divided. And ſo a wick- 
ed Slander toſay, we oppoſe Chriſt without. 

Pag. 10. Heſaith, They decry the Scriptures of the O d, and New 
Teſt «ment as altcgether needleſs, if not Miſchievons, Arſw, We 
believe and read the Holy Scriptures to vur Profit and Comfort, 
being come to the ſame Spirir, by which they were given forth, 
and 1s th> [nrerpreter of them, og

the Scriptures, ond prefer 1%;tm above them. An(w. They let the 
Scriptures in their pl+ce ; but neither ſct them nor their Writ+ 
ings above the Spirit,as ye do, 

Many more might be noted , but this is enough. Ido ad- 
mire, thatever a Man ſo Learned, as 7. Fa/do is, ſhould ſo fail in 
his Learning, Senſes and Reiſen, to charge ſo deſperately, and 
perform ſo weakly. Forl cannor find any Errors in the Qua- 
kers words, that f. Falas hath cited , nor Streygth in his Argu- 
ments to prove any. 

f. Falao in the Third part of his Book concerning ApoFolical Tne 
Jpiratiens bath many Diff inftions and Differences between the Spirix 
which the Apoſtles had, 3nd the Spirit that Believers now have : But 
he is neither brfef,nor plain ; but endeavours 1n many pages to 
manitcit ſome great mztrer; but his aiſtiniFrons, and differences are 
not in Subſtance,but in Cireawſtances ; n« r differing in Trath and 
Kind,but in Degree and Meaſures. Thrrezre Diver fitienot Gifrs, 
Adminiſirations ard Operations ;, but the ſame Spirit, _1f 4, Falao 
hath found out another Spirir, 1t 15 a falſe one. 5 On

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# ſubtle one; He hides his Work in Miſts, and. Thickets to co- 
ver bis Wickedneſs, How can all the People of England, or elſe- 
where, where T. Hicks's Books may be ſcen, ſee the Qyakers 
Books alſo (whom he hath charged) to know certain, whether 
bi Charge be trne ? which is a thing unlikely, if not impoſſible, 
Why then, what colour of Reaſon is there in the lerſt, tha 
T, Hicks ſhould be believed at any time, or in any thing, who is 
found a Lyar ſo oftentimes, and in ſo many things x but al! bis 
Lybour to be loſt, and as Water ſpilt upon the Ground? And ſo no 
fearch after the Pnakers Books need be ; but T, Hicks 3ccoun- 
ted vir nulla fide, a man «f no Faith or Credit. 

Now for me tordet-& a man without juſt Cauſe, were unjuſt ; 
therefore hear, what I can ſay

I. The. Quakers deny the Scriptures to be the Word of God, The 
Anſwer is in the firſt Chap.of Jobs, In the beginning was theſyyord, 
and the Word was with God, and the Word was God, all thing: were 
made by it. But the Scriptures were not in the beginning with Ged, 
nor Scriptures never was God, nor were all things made by the 
Scriptures. 

2. They deny the Scriptures to be 4s the Rnle of Faith and Pra- 
fice toChriſtiavs, An/w. The Spititot God was, and is the 
Unchangeable, Everlaſting Rale of Faith and Praflice to all true 
Believers in all Ages. Who can unde: {tand the Scriptures, but 
by the ſame Spicic, that gave it forth ? Then how can it b: an 
infallible K*/e without the Spirit to 0p-n and apply them ? 

3. Quakers deny the Perſon of Jeſs Chriſt, Anſw, They dv 
believe the One M diator b-tween God and Man, the Man 
Chriſt Jeſus. Where do the *criprures (that TAtiicky calls his 
Role). ſiy, That Chrift is a Perſon? vr that the Son is Oxze Per-+ 
ſon, and the holy Ghoſt Azcrtrer erfon ? We own Chritt Je- 
ſu; born of the Vigin May, his Drath, Refurreftiin and Af- 
cenlion, ard bis Coming again in >piric, who ſaid, He that is 
with you, ſhall be in you. | 

4, Quakers deny ih- ReſurreTicn of the Body, An(w, They be- 
lieve, All that are in the Graves, il come forth , the) that have 
done good, to the Reſurreit 'on of Life ;, and they that have doxe evil, 
- to the Reſurreflion of Condempation, Ani it hall be raiſed a Spi- 
ritual. Body, But thit che. Body of Flcſh and Flood ſhall 
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riſe in the ſame Form, and inherit the Kingdom-of Heaven, let - 
T. Hicks prove that, by that which he calls his Rule, if he can : 
but that ſaith ; Thow ſoweft not that Body which ſhall be. 

5. They ſay, that the Light in every Man u ſufficient to guide unto 
Salvation, if it be obeyed. Anſw, The Light 15 ſufficient, whe- 
ther any obey it, or not: ' bit none ſhall be ſaved by it, but 
they that do obey ir, and yet not ſaved by obeying only. 

6. Alſo ye maintain Perfeflion attainable in this Liſe ; but 
what Perfetthion do ye mean? Anſw. 1. There 1s Per- 
fellion to which nothing can be added ; and fo no Afar, but 
God #n!y is perfett, aly, There is Perfection from Sin: and [0 
the firſ# Adam was made perfet by Creation; and true Belie- 
vers are made perfe# by Redemption; elſe Chriſt Jeſus the ſecond 
Adam, hath leſs Power to deliver Man out of S$io, then the 
firſt Adam had to bring him into Sia. 

The moſt do nor believe, there is ſuch a State ®s Freedom from 
all Sin in tha Life , ſome others do believe, there s, Yet none 
know it, bur they thatarein it ; nor none can come ifhto it, but 
chey that are led and guided by the Word and Spirit of God in 
them. There is Perfeltion from Sin and Growth in Holinels. 
The Man Chrift Jcfus was free from all in, a:dgrew in Wiſaon 
and Stature: And ſuch as cyme to this State grow up 11 
Chriſt, the Reſurrettion and the Life, inthe Unity ,beiog ſet down 
togetner in the Heavenly Places, bave fought a geod Fight, and 
know the Overcoming, and enjoy a State, which the World - 
kn--w.ith nor, but make War againſt ir,

3. Pag. 30. T, Hicks asked }. Story, Whether the Light in eve- 
ry man # ſufficient to guide to Salvation? }, Story anſwered (as 
T. Hicks ſaith in bis Book) That he did not come to be C atechiſed, 
Anſw. But f. Story did not anſwer three PrieFts fo at the Town 
Halin Marlbrough (where I dwell) before the agirates and 
a Multitade, (ixteen years ago ; but anſwered (6, that they never 
delired, or not endeavoured to diſpute with 2#aker- lince, 

4. The lll Report, that T. Hicks hath cait upon (as he calls) 
Fox, Dewibury, Atkinſon, Whitehead, Criſp, Burroughs, How- 
gill, Pexn, and others, is a ſuſpeted Lye. Who will believe
